CHtEF  ENCmEER'S  REPORT, 


In  Compliance  with  the  law  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

APPARATUS. 

The  fire  apparatus  consists  of  an  Amoskeag 
Steam  Fire  Engine,  the  Daniel  Webster,  No.  i  ;  30 
feet  of  suction  hose,  and  the  necessary  discharge 
pipes;  nozzles,  lanterns  and  tools;  the  Kenrick 
Hose  Carriage  with  650  feet  01  2  1-2  inch  leather 
hose,  and  600  feet  rubber  lined  hose. 

A  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck,  with  a  good  suppl}^ 
of  ladders,  and  the  necessary  apparatus  to  go  with 
the  same,  in  good  condition. 

All  located  in  the  Engine  House  on  Central 
street,  near  the  Lower  Paper  Mill,  in  Franklin  Falls 
village. 

One  hand  hose  carriage  with  450  feet  of  rubber 
lined  hose,  located  in  Kenrick's  stable. 
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Franklin  Fire  Engine,  No.  i,  with  Hose  Reel 
and  about  850  feet  2  inch  hose,  located  on  Main 
street,  in  Franklin  village. 

Also  200  feet  2  inch  rubber  lined  hose  located  at 
Taylor's  Foundry,  in  connection  with   force  pump. 

I  thank  the  Assistant  Engineers  and  the  Firemen 
for    their   hearty   and  active  co-operation  in  all  the 
work  devolving  upon  the  department. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

ist.  That  the  town  consider  the  question  ol  a 
S3^stem  of  water  supply  in  case  of  fires.  The  town 
is  continually  adding  to  its  population,  buildings  are 
going  up  year  after  year,  necessarily  farther 
away  from  the  centre  of  the  town.  The 
reservoirs  are  limited  in  number,  and  in  case 
of  fire  long  lines  of  hose  have  to  be  laid,  which 
very  much  reduces  the  efficiency  of  the  apparatus. 
The  question  of  water  supply  is  a  serious  one  and 
should  receive  immediate  attention. 

2nd.  That  the  Chief  Ens^ineer  be  authorized  to 
organize  a  company  to  man  Hook  and  Ladder 
Truck.  The  department  is  unable  to  successfully 
combat  a  fire  without  ladders.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  acted  upon  immediately. 

3rd.  That  the  firemen  be  paid  for  each  and 
every  hour  in  the  service  of  the  town  (in  addition 
to  the  yearly  sum  allowed  them)  thereby  securing 
the  best  men  that  can  be  had. 
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4th-  That  the  Firewards  be  paid  a  reasonable 
sum  for  their  services.  The  loss  of  time,  clothing, 
etc.,  is  quite  an  item  in  a  year.  The  Chief  Engin- 
eer's duties  are  many,  and  if  properly  attended  to, 
take  up  a  great  deal  of  time. 

It  is  hoped  the  foregoing  recommendations  will 
be  acted  upon.

Of  the  unexpended  balance  ($3,007.79)  in  the 
treasury  March  i,  1884,  the  sum  of  $2,000  has  been 
applied  upon  the  town  debt,  for  which  pur- 
pose it  was  originally^  appropriated.  The  fur- 
ther sum  of  $2,893.30  has  been  used  to  pay 
the  outstanding  town  notes,  though  no  special  ap- 
propriation had  been  made  therefor. 

The  net  reduction  of  town  debt  during  the  year, 
$2,897.48. 
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In  addition  to  the  amount  required  by  law  the 
town  appropriated  at  the  last  school  district  meet- 
ing $8,600  for  school  purposes.  Upon  consultation 
with  the  Board  of  Education,  we  feel  safe  in  saying 
that  the  amount  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise 
this  year  for  school  purposes  will  be  at  least  $5,000 
less  than  last  year.  The  town  raised  last  year 
$1,000  for  the  repair  of  Republican  Bridge,  and 
$4,500  for  general  purposes,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  as  much  as  possible  of  the  latter  sum  be 
applied  upon  the  town  debt.  Of  this  sum 
$2,893.30  has  been  paid  upon  the  town  notes.  All 
the  floating  debt  of  the  town  is  now  paid,  leaving 
outstanding  nothing  but  the  funded  debt,  all  of 
which  is  now  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  town, 
though  not  yet  due. 

If  onl}'  the  same  sum  is  raised  this  year  that  was 
voted  a  year  ago,  or  $5,500,  including  the  amount 
expended  for  the  bridge,  and  no  expenses  are  in- 
curred be3'ond  those  met  this  year,  a  sum  not  far 
from  $4,000  could  be  paid  on  the  debt. 

To  allow  a  reasonable  margin,  however,  we  rec- 
ommend the  town  to  raise  $6,000  for  town  purposes 
and  payment  on   the  debt.     The   rate    under  such 
vote  would  not  exceed  $15  per  thousand.
